After expressing his coi fidenee in

"Civilization's way of wle.ding large 
masses of capital," and his riemlliness 
to law-abiding labor unior.s as "Thrt 
embodiment in organization of the na- 
tional law of self-preserv u.ion," the 
speaker sketched the present condi- 
tions and complaints of employers, 
employes 'an-d the general public and 
upon the relations of enifloyers and 
employes said:

San Francisco Monitor, organ of the 
Catholic Church in this arch-diocese, 
Issued January 23d, is one of the most 
beautiful 
and 
artistic 
publications 


ever printed on the Pacific Coast. Its 
Issue commemorates the fiftieth anni- 
versary of the founding of the Arch- 
bishopric of San Francisco, which was 
formally Instituted July 29, If 53, with 
Archbishop Joseph Sadoc 
Alemany, 


first bishop of San Francisco, wearing 
the mitre. In an interesting way the 
story Is told of the growth of the Cath- 
olic Church in California, from the 
time of the founding of the missions 
by the Spanish friars to the present 
day, in which It Is one of the richest 
and most acti\-e of the sees in America, 
presided over by two of the ablest and 
most broad-minded prelates 
of 
the 


American Church. 


Archbishop Riordan a>id Coadjutor 


Archbishop Montgomery have stamp- 
ed their influence and personality on 
the Catholic Church and tbe institu- 
tions of California In an indelible way. 
Until one looks over the jubilee num- 
ber of the Monitor, one scarcely rea- 
lizes the all-prtvading vastness of the 
activities of these two notable cnureh- 
men. and the extent to which they 
have built up the system of religious 
education that the Church has taken 
under Its fostering care. A mere glance 
at the great number of spler.did ele- 
mentary and higher schools rind col- 
leges will Impress upon the mind an 
illuminating 
Idea of how deep and 


strongly rooted Is the Catholic Church 
in the civilization of California. 


The pictures of massive church edi- 


fices—several of them votive offerings 
of rich communicants—stately hospi- 
tals, orphan asylums, homes for the 
aged 
and 
Indigent. 
and 
indus- 


trial 
-training 
institutions 
for the 


young and friendless are instructive. 
No matter from what standpoint the 
spectator views the Catholic Church, 
he cannot fail—if intelligent and dis- 
criminating—to recognize 
Itsi power 


and dominating activity on this Coast, 
nor underrate the masterful quality ol 
Its leadership and the far-seeing wis- 
dom that directs Its energies and pol- 
icy. 


In looking over this many-paged 


addition of the Monitor one is struck 
by the great number of men prominent 
in business, politics, financial and. the 
learned professions in this State that 
figured actively in planting the Ro- 
man faith, and upbuilding its eccleci- 
astlcal structure, on these shores. The 
Church here has been rich In ability 
and strong in wealthy patrons since 
the earlie.it days of the argonautlc in- 
flux. No refined circle i? without its 
Catholic members, no financial enter- 
prise without Catholic participants, r.o 
public movement without Catholic co- 
adjutors. 
From the first the Church 


has. contained an aristocratic 
native 


element composed of Catholics from 
Kentucky, 
Maryland, Louisiana and 


New York, and the old Spanish fam- 
ilies indigenous to the soil and devot- 
ed to the communion of St. Peter, and 
this clement gave the Church prestige 
and 
Influence when they wo-re most 


needed. 


The history of Catholicism in. Cali- 


fornia is interesting as a study of reli- 
gious development, but to the Protes- 
tant mind it Is still more interesting 
as a study of the workings of i hat pro- 
found policy which excited Lord Ma- 
caulay's deepest admiration, nnd to 
whose enduring quality he gave such 
eloquent testimony. 


RUSSIA'S FINANCIAL WEAKNESS. 


Senator Burton, who has been in- 


dicted 
for 
taking bribes, 
announc- 


es that he will fight the case through 
on its merits. 
He declares that a 


Judicial investigation will- prove him 
guiltless. We hope so; but we trust 
there will be no dodging the issue, as 
In the case of Senator Dietrich. Die- 
trich virtuously 
asserted his inno- 


cence and demanded a speedy trial. 
When he got it. he did not attempt to 
disprove the charge that he accepted 
a bribe to secure a postofflce appoint- 
ment for a constituent, but d<mied the 
Court's Jurisdiction on the g/^und that 
he had not been sworn in;aM a Sen- 
ator at the time o£ receiving: the al- 
leged bribe. 
Senator Burton is ac- 


cused-of taking money from a St. Louis 
get-rich-quick 
concern in return for 


using: his influence with the Postal De- 
partment to prevent the advertising 
literature of said concern being ex- 
cluded from the malls. He admits tak- 
ing the money, but says it was paid 
to him as attorney fees. 
Thr distinc- 


tion appears to be a rather fine one. 
If Senator Burton were a layman the 
money he got would be undoubtedly 
called a bribe. A lawyer's license is n 
handy thing to have, it seem.s, in cer- 
tain contingencies. 


Russia embraces 
9,000,000 square 


miles of territory and contains 128,-' 
000,000 inhabitants. 
These stupend- 


ous figures color all our estimates of 
the relative fighting strength of Japan 
and the Moscovlte empire. 
Looking 


at them, one is apt to conclude that 
the little Island empire with Us 42,- 
000,000 inhabitants will altogether toe 
overmatched, both as to resources and 
fighting strengths in the field, in 
a 


combat with her overgrown and ag- 
gressive neighbor. 


But George Kennan, who is familiar 


with internal conditions in Russia and 
is besides a student o£ Russian policy, 
floes not take that view of the case. 
In an article in the Outlook, Mr. Ken- 
nan says Russia is in no position to 
stand the drain of a protracted and 
expensive war. And a war with Jap- 
an would necessarily be expensive, 
enormously 
expensive. It would cost 


Russia 
vastly 
more 
than 
it 


would 
Japan 
on 
. account 
of 


the 
great 
distance 
of 
the 
seat 


of war from her base of supplies. But 
this is not the phase of the matter to 
which Mr. Kennan addresses himself. 


In the first place, Russia has a na- 


tional debt of $3,400,000. This is not 
such a large amount compared to the 
debts of France and England, but Rus- 
sia is relatively a poor country with 
on ignorant, unenterprising population, 
mainly engaged in agriculture of a 
primitive kind. 
Mr. Kennan draws a 


deplorable 
picture 
of 
the 
hopeless 


poverty of the great central province 
of Russia. He says the imperial policy 
of aggression and conquest is pur- 
sued by draining the life blood from 
the vitals of the empire. 
The inhab- 


itants are increasing in number, while 
the fertility of the soil and number of 
farm animals are decroasing. In oth- 
er words, each acre has an increasing 
number of people to support, and a 
steadily decreasing productive capa- 
city to meet the rising burden. Near- 
ly one-half the value of the salable 
crops goes for taxes. 
The peasants 


are falling year by year into deep- 
er arrears. 
They are parting with 


their land holdings, and selling off 
their farm animals. 
Their condition 


of hopeless poverty is growing more 
and more acute; the stagnation and 
destitution more intense. The govern- 
ment is sweating the land and its peo- 
ple out of everything that can be 
wrung from them. 


If this be a true picture of the agri- 


cultural industry, which employs an 
average of 86 per cent of the inhab- 
itants of Russia proper, it is clear that 
the Moscovite empire could not long 
carry on war on an extended scale. 
She has a vast military establishment 
—on paper—but the tr-ope are poorly 
fed, badly clothed, and worse paid. As 
poorly provided for as the Russian 
soldiers are, their officers systemat- 
ically rob them of a part of what the 
government does provide. 
The army 


is honeycombed with corruption. The 
men are without patriotic impulse or 
intelligence, and the dispatches say 
they are dying like flies in Manchuria, 
of nostalgia, a distemper to which the 
Russian peasant is peculiarly suscep- 
tible. In Suwaroffs Italian and Swiss 
campaign his men died like sheep with 
the murrain of this complaint. 


The relation between the empover- 


ished condition of agricultural Russia 
and the predisposition of the Russian 
soldiery to nostalgia may not at first 
appear very clear, but its relation is 
manifest in estimating the cost of con- 
ducting a distant war. 
Russia would 


require an immense number of men 
to make her armies efficient for field 
service, and the undue proportion of 
sick would entail heavy expense for in- 
creased hospital service! The Internal 
weakness would thus become intensi- 
fied by the extraordinary drain of men 
and money. 


There was a time when Russia could 


keep large armies in the field within 
her own territory or adjacent to her 
frontiers, but that time is past. Mod- 
ern armies and ammunition are ex- 
pensive and must be paid for In cash. 
The supplies for armies operating In 
distant fields will have to be purchased 
with ready coin. 
The Czar's soldiers 


annot subsist on the country, and 
when they once get to fighting the only 
way to get supplies and reinforcements 
is "by the long: line of railway which 
stretches from Moscow across Siberia 
to Vladlvostock.

BRITISH JUSTICE DISCREDITED. 


I 


The conviction of Whl taker Wright 


is no credit to British justice. There 
is scarcely a doubt that. Wright did 
practice 
deception in h!s financial 


promoting, but he did no more than 
others have been doing .for many years 
with impunity. It is not that he was In- 
nocent of culpability, but that the man- 
ner and motive of his prosecution are 
discreditable 
to the impartiality of 


British 
criminal administration and 


revolting 
to 
the sense of justice. 


Wright's associates and coparceners In 
high aristocratic and political circles 
were carefully shielded while a, stern 
example was made of the adventurer 
who was stigmatized as "an American" 
for 
the occasion. 
Political pressure 


caused his prosecution, and he was 
singled out for sacrifice as a political 
necessity. The trial judge 
deported 


himself 
like 
a prosecutor and his 


charge to the jury was an ajgument 
for conviction. This is permissible un- 
der English law. but it was none the 
less unfair and invidious. Then the 
extreme penalty of the law was exact- 
ed. All the while the titled "guinea 
pigs" who had lent themselves will- 
ingly to Wright's schemes and fatten- 
ed 
on 
the profits of his operations 


were protected. 
The Crown prosecut- 


ors, 
who are simply the agents of 


the ministry, devoted their energies 
on one hand to convict Wright and 
to shield his associates on the other. 
Every resource of the machinery of 
the'law was strained to its utmost to 
insure a conviction because the gov- 
ernment is facing a crisis. The whole 
business was contrary to every prin- 
ciple of justice and every dictate of 
fair play. Wholesome respect for the 
law is not promoted by a discriminat- 
ing prosecution undertaken to silence 
popular clamor for political reasons, 
and a trial conducted unfairly by a 
persecuting judge. There is no appeal 
from the judgment of a criminal court 
In England, but Wright appealed to 
the Judgment of mankind by commit- 
ting suicide Immediately after 
Ms 


conviction.

He became 
r*ne of the early settlers of Nebraska, and 
served as Deputy United States Marshal 
in that State for several years. 
Subse- 


quently he entered the railway mail ser- 
vice and soon attained marked 
pro- 


ficiency in postal matters. 


So marked was Mr. Farr's ability In this 


field that he was one of the three or four 
se.fcted from the American .postal service 
by the Japanese government to instal 
the present postal service of Japan. 
'This was in 1S7-I. After his return to 


America Mr. Fan- settled In Oakland in 
lisio, and 'in 1SS3 was appointed Deputy 
Postmaster under William E. Dargie, and 
served again in the same capacity under 
A. W. Bishop. He made nn admirable 
record in the Oakland Postoffice for effl- 
ci-ncy snel strict attention to the details 
of handling mail matter.

this city is indebted to him for many

mail delivery and to improving the local 
service to meet the growing wants of the 
city.
